FOR NATIONAL GUARD RESERVE. 


Steps to Establish One.Taken by 
Adit. Gen. Verbeck. 
Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 18.—Steps have been 
taken by Adjutant General Verbeck for 
the formation of a reserve for each or- 
ganization of the National Guard, to be 
called upon for State duty only, in case 
the National Guard is called upon by the 
President for United States service. From 
the reserves the companies in the field 
may be recruited. 

The Adjutant General has been for some 
time engaged in formulating plans for the 
organization of reserve battalions, believ- 
ing that under the military law the re- 
serve system should as far as possible 
be established in advance of time of 
actual need. He has requested the com- 
manding officers of the organizations of 
the National Guard to submit lists of 
the commissioned personnel whom they 
would recommend for the depot battalions 
of the various organizations. The recom- 
mendations, so far as practicable, are to 
include available retired and supernume- 
rary officers, who can, if necessary, be 
placed on duty at once by the order of 
the Governor. The first to respond to 
Gen. Verbeck’s request is Col. Walter B. 
Hotchkins, commanding the Twenty-sec- 
ond Engineers. For the additional bat- 
talions of the Twenty-second Daniel J. 
Murphy, late Major in the command, was 
recommended for Major. 

The organization of a colored regiment 
of 1,000 men, with colored officers, is 
provided for in a bill introduced to-day 
by Assemblyman Cuvillier. 

It is understood that Adjutant General 
Verbeck opposes such a regiment, but

Insurrectos Also Overcome by Alcohol

Monday’s Battle. 





AGUA PRIETA, Mexico, April 18— 
When darkness fell over Agua Prieta to- 
night it was undetermined .whether the 
Federal troops of Lieut. Col. Reynaldo 
Diaz would retain undisputed possession 
of the city, which the rebels evacuated 
early to-day after the exhaustion of their 
ammunition, or whether rebel reinforce- 
ments, appearing suddenly from the west- 
ward this afternoon, would start another 
battle. 

The battle of Agua Prieta, which raged 
almost without intermission for nearly 
twenty-four hours, was won in the end 
by the Mexican Federal forces, which oec- 
cupied the town at daylight to-day. The 
rebels evacuated Agua Prieta an hour be- 
fore the Government troops arrived. 

Part of the insurrecto garrison was dis- 
rupted in the abandonment of the town. 
Throwing awav their guns in terror and 
leaving their horses they fled in disarder 
in different directions. The principal por- 
tion of the rebel command, however, re- 
tired in good order toward the mountains 
of the ‘city.

He was not in command of 
the entire rebel forces, he said, but was 
ranked by Col. Luis Medina. The latter, 
who also has fled across the line, has 
given no reason for his desertion except 
that the evacuation of the town was immi- 
nent and he had to seek some place of 
safety quickly. Garcia asked especially 
that -he be considered merely a refugee 
and not as a rebel commander. 

Douglas to-day gave a sigh of relief. 
With the occupying of Agua Prieta by 
Federal troops and with the flight of the 
rebe" army, the grave danger to every 
resident from Mexican bullets passed, for 
a time at least. 

The seven citizens ‘shot in Douglas yes- 
terday, together with those who were vic- 
tims of the previous fighting, He in local 
hospitals. No deaths have occurred 


among them, and hope is held out for the 
recovery of all. 


DOUGLAS, Arizona, April 18. —®The 
rebel defeat at Agua Prieta was attribut- 
able wholly to the over-indulgence of the 
insvrrecto soldiers in intoxicating liquors 
found in the saloons and stores of the 
captured city, according to Col. Juan Me- 
dina, Commander-in-chief of the rebel 
forces who fled into this city and sur- 
rendered to the United States authorities. 
_,Recounting the story of the battle and 
its ending, Col. Medina said: 

Shortly after we occupied the city I 
issued orders for the destruction of the 
liquor supply in the various. stores. 

Wien the Federals arrived and the 
battle opened, I took a position on the 
east of town. Balasario Garcia com- 
manded the centre, and Rico and Escan- 
don the right wing to the west. 

I gave orders to my men, except those 
who had Mauser rifles of long range, not 
to fire until the enemy was within 500 
yards. With me was one sharpshooter 
who cut down all who attempted -to man 
the Federal machine gun in the attack 
on the centre. The officer who command- 
ed this gun was among those shot down. 
Another man took his place, but I saw 
immediately that he could not handle the 
fun effectively. K 
“TI ordered my troops to withhold their 
fire and permit the enemy to advance. 
This they did until within 500 yards, when 
we opened fire all along the line, 400 in’ 
action. All Douglas is witness to the 
fact that the Federals had to fall back 
| under this fire. 
| “* Twice again the Federals

turned to Agua Prieta and found that

| Garcia’s men had been drinking and had

| When Garcia noticed this he left his posi- 

tion and rushed into camp to get ammuni- 
tion and round up his men, but found 
them dispersed through the town and so 
drunk that they could not return to the 
trenches, 

‘‘ Before he could get back to the cen- 
ral trenches the enemy had advanced and 
nad taken them. Informed of this by a 
scout, I gave orders for our troops to 
mount their horses and prepare to evac- 
uate, so that we could form a new strong- 
held in the adjacent hills. At this point 
&@2 man with a shattered hip appealed 
to me for help. I picked him up and start- 
ed toward the line. The United States pa- 
trol had been moved to Fifth Street, and 
i believed the ground between was neu- 
tral. Just beyond this line an American 
soldier arrested me. From that time on 
1 hardly know what happened.”’

Brothers and Buckner, who have charge 
of the gambling cases, heard that Robins 
had been in communication with the pro- 
prietors of gambling houses. 

Robins was put thr@ugh a severe ex- 
amination by Assistant District Attorneys 
Brothers and Buckner and admitted, it is 
said, that he had been newmotiationg with 
several of the gamblers against whom he 
Was a witness. 

There are fifteen alleged gamblers now 
under indictment on the evidence supplied 
by Robins. Many of the raids made by

Peddier Lashed His Horse and Got 
Away with His Money. 


The folk of Fresh Kills and Bulls

sidewalk vaults under leaking coal- 
holes. Open barrels and tubs containing 
unbaked material were discevered in 
close proximity to coal, ashes, 
and old rags.

upon entering the bake room was found 
hanging or lying about the room—shoes in 
mixing vats, cOats and trousers on mix- 
ing beards, and in some cases on the 
rising dough itself. 

‘Utensils, such as mixing vats, bread 
boards, and bake tins, were in many cases 
found to be in most unclean condition. 
One baker admitted that he never cleaned 
his tins. In two places bakers were found 
asleep upon the mixing boards. Animals 
were found in-more than one-third of the 
cellar bakeries visited. Cats, which were 
more common and to sOme degree a ne- 
cessity, were frequently observed. walking 
over the mixing boards and through the 
vats. They were seen sleeping in barrels 
of flour and even upon unbaked dough. 

‘‘In-two places chickens were running 
about, and in still another some rabbits 
were enjoying the freedom of the mixing 


room. 

‘Although Section 113 of the labor 
law prohibits sleeping, or sleeping 
accommodatiens in bake rooms, many 


as living quarters for the family. In 
one place the baker was asleep on the 
mixing vat when the Inspectors called. 
In another the proprietor was sleeping 
on a bed in the mixing room. In still 
another the owner's wife was cooking 
dinner and two small children were play- 
ing about the floor. Beds. mattresses, 
cook stoves, bureaus, bundles of rags, 
shoes, bedding, chairs, tables, baby car- 
riages and tableware all gave evidence of 
the violation of this section of the law, 

“'The personal appearance of bakery 
employes varies with the surrounding 
conditions. In factory bakeries and 
bakeries with good ventilation and light, 
the emnloves were found to be generally 
clean in their dress. A complete change 
of clothing. with shower baths, is the rule 
in two or three places inspected, and in 
others the bakers wore light clean clothes. 
In most of the dark cellar places, how- 
ever, the ordinary street clothing is 
worn. Some of the garments appear 
never to have been washed.” 

To give the Board of Health adequate 
power to take hold of the bakery prob- 
lem Mr. Fosdick offers these suggested 
amendments to the sanitary code: 

1. All bakeries to be licensed by the 
Board of Health. 

2. No rooms less than 9 feet between thea 
floor and ceiling. and no rooms the floors 
of which are of a depth greater than 4 
feet 6 inches below the street or sidewalk 
level], adjacent to the building, to be li- 
censed as bakeries. [This provision mav 
require an amendment to the labor law 
above cited.] 

3. A sanitary standard, 
forth {fn the code, 
bakeries. 

4. Bakerfes to be carefully afd regularly 
inspected by the Inspectors of the Depart- 
ment of Healih, both before and after the 
license is obtained, for the purpose of se- 
curing conformity to the requirements of the 
sanitary code. 

5. The Board of Health to have power to 
close and seal any bakery not conforming to 
its orders after forty-eight hours. 

Copies of the report were ordered sent 
by the Mayor to the board of Health and 
to the State Department of Labor.

The Aldermen lent some impetus yes- 
terday to the agitation for the purchase 
of Madison Square Garden by the city by 
passing a resolution requesting the Board 
of Estimate to take the matter up. The 
resolution ws presented by Alderman 
Wendel and approved without discussion, 

It was impossible to learn just what 
disposition of the matter will be made. by 
the board. All the members who could be 
reached Fefused to commit themselves on 
the question. The Mayor declined ‘to dis- 
cuss it for publication, but indicated that 
the financial consideration might deter 
the board from carrying out the plan in 
anything like the near future, orough 
McAneny expressed similar 
views.

PEACE AUDIENCE IN STREET. 
Gompers and Cockran Not on Hand, so 


Samuel Gompers, President of the 
American Federation of Labor, was to 
have been a speaker on international 
peace last night at a mass meeting in 
Cooper Union under the joint auspices 
of the New York Peace Society and the 


People’s Institute. W. Bourke Cockran 
was also to have spoken. Neither ap- 
peared, and the meeting was called off. 
But a crowd of 700 or more clamored 
for admission, and the reserves from the 
Mercer Street Station were called out 
before the crowd dispersed. 

Just why Mr. Gompers did not keep 
his appointment was not clearly ex- 
plained. It was said that members of 
the Executive Committee of the Central 
Federated Union asked him not to speak 
because they were unfriendly to Andrew 
Carnegie. 

Mr. Gompers sent to W. H. Short, Sec- 
etary of the society, a letter saying: 

‘Circumstances have arisen which 
make it practically impossible for me to 
be the mass meeting. I regret this 
very much, for I would Ike to have been 
present in person and to address the as- 
sembly upon the subject of international 
peace, its necessity and humanity.’ 

But none of those who gathered tn front 

Cooper Union last night knew any- 
thing about Mr. Gompers’s letter. They 
saw a placard on the door reading 
‘* Meeting canceled,’’ and seemed to think 
it a joke. They made no move to leave 
until the police got there and shooed 
them away.

Ex-Magistrate Is to Go Into the 
Real Estate Business in 





Brooklyn. 





HAS SERVED A YEAR IN PRISON 


Says He Purposes Leading an Honest 
Life and Has Several Places 
Open to Him. 


OSSINING, N. Y., April 18.—Ex-Magis- 
trate Henry: J. Furlong, who has been in 
Sing Sing Prison since April 12, 1910, was 
paroled to-day, although he may not 
leave the prison for a day or so. The 
former Magistrate was under an inde- 
terminate sentence of not less than one 
year nor more than two years and one 


benefit of this form of sentence. 

He vas one of sixty applicants for pa- 
role who appeared before the Parole 
Boam! in Warden Frost’s. office to-day. 
He went defore the board as an ordinary 
convict and was submitted to an exami- 
nation similar to that given to each ap- 
plicant for parole. In the course of it he 
declared that it was his intention to take 
up real estate and imsurance work in 
Brooklyn. 

The State Parole Board !s composed of 
Commodore Wadhams of Wadhams Mills, 
Judge George A. Lewis of Buffalo, and 


State Euperintendent of Prisons Cornelius 
B. Collins, It was Mr. Collins who put 
most of the questions to the former Mag- 
istrate. In reply to -them Mr. Furlong 
said his home was at 80 Sunnyside Ave- 
nue, Brooklyn, where he has three daugh- 
ters and a son living. His wife is dead. 

‘“*T have means to care for my children,”’ 
said Mr. Furlong. ‘‘I was a City Magis- 
trate in Brooklyn for nine years, and a 
lawyer for fifteen years before that. Up 
to the time of my conviction I never was 
charged with any crime nor was I ever 
arrested.”’ : 

“If we grant you your parole, what do 
you intend to do?’ asked Supt. Collins. 

“TI propose to lead an honest lIife,’’ re- 
sponded the former Magistrate. ‘* Several 
positions have been offered to me, and 
TI have sufficient capital to pay my share 
in a real estate venture.” 

He said he wanted to go to his farm in 
Suffern for a few days to recuperate. 
He was reminded that, under his parole, 
he cannot leave the city, except for a 
day or so at a time, and then only with 
the knowledge of his sponsor. Martin 
T. Manton of 875 Fulton Street will stand 
in this position for Mr. Furlong. He was 
counsel for him when the Magistrate was 
on trial, and has promised to vouch for 
his good conduct until the expiration of 
his parole. 

Mr. Furlong looked well, although in 
reply to a question he said he had suf- 
fered from rheumatism while in prison.

HRIDEMANN 10 DIE 
FOR SLAYING GIRL 


Convicted In Two Days on His 
Own Confession of Asbury 
Park Murder. 








DETECTIVE LURED HIM ON 





Tells How He Lived with Heldemann 
Until He Won His Confidence—Ex- 
ecution In Week of May 22.

FREEHOLD, N. J., April 18—Frank BE. 
Heidemann, the young German nursery- 


man, from whom>a detective traveling 
with him as a friend wormed a confes- 
sion of the murder of ten-year-old Marie 
Smith in Asbury Park last November 
was found guilty of murder in the first 
degree this afternoon after the jury in 
Justice Voorhees’s 
Court had deliberated for a honr and 
three-quarters. Justice Voorhees  pro- 
nounced sentence immediately, setting the 
week of May 22 for putting Heidemann 
to death by electricity in Trenton prison. 

The trial of the young German began 
yesterday and lasted through only four 
sessions of the court. Counsel for the 
Slayer sought to have his crime defined 
as murder in the second degree, pleading 
that he was insane, and that the murder 
had not been premeditated. Justice Voor- 
hees left the decision to the jury.

NEW BILLS IN LEGISLATURE. 


Smaller Tax on Catskill Water Route 
Provided—Fire Protection Urged.

ALBANY, April 18.—At Mayor Gay- 
nor’s request, Assemblyman Fry of 
Brooklyn to-day introduced a bill amend- 
ing the tax law, with a view ef lessen- 
ing the tax Wew York City is required 
to pay on land taken in the Catskills for 
an additional water supply. 
Mr. Fry’s bill provides that all lands 
taken by any municipal corporation with-' 
in the limits or boundaries of another 
municipal corporation for the purpose of 
a water supply shall hereafter be taxed 
onlv at their value coxciusive of Treser- 
voirs, agueducts, constructions, and work 
recessary for such purpose, and at a 








rate not higher than the rate which un- 
improved real property in the immediate 
vicinity is assessed. : 

Fire protection for loft, offico, and 
factory buildings in New York City is 
provided for in another bill introduced 
by Assemblyman ['ry. The Superin- 


tendent of Buildings is directea to with- } 


hold permits for such buildings untis 
these requirements are met. There must 
be good and sufficient fire escapes. The 
stairways of the fire escapes must be at 
an angle of not less than 580 degrees 
and have treads not more than nine 
inches avart, with hand railings the en- 
tire length of the fire escapes. Stand- 
pipes, automatic sprinklers, roof tanks, 
and automatic fire alarms are also re- 
quired.

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THE MEXICAN CRISIS. 

While the withdrawal of the rebels 
from Agua Prieta and the entry of the 
Federal troops into that city must have 
tended in some measure to allay the 
excitement in the City of Mexico, it is 
impossible to disregard the plain warn- 
ing of the dispatches that the situation 
in the Mexican capital is critical. A bill 
Was introduced in Congress yesterday 
providing for a new election. In his 
message of April 1, in which so many 
concessions are made, President Draz 
said that no new election would be held. 
The election bill must therefore be con- 
etrued as a further and important con- 
cession on his part, but it is something 
more than that. It {is an admission that 
the election held last year was unconst!- 
tutional Nobody will believe that Diaz 
has voluntarily made this new overture 
for peace by granting the vital demand 
of the insurrectionists. That is not his 
nature. He hag yielded, manifestly, 
because further resistance was out of 
the question. 

Bvidently the resolute old man real- 
izes, at last, that his power is shaken. 
The insurrectionists are more active 
than ever, and they do not appear to be 
losing ground. They evacuated Agua 
Prieta, mot because they were van- 
quished in the battle, but because their 
ammunition gave out, and last night 
they seemed to have received fresh sup- 
plies. As they appear to be well sup- 
plied with money from some unknown 
source, they have little difficulty in re- 
plenishing their stores of ammunition. 
Already there are rumors that fighting 
in the neighborhood of Juarez is immi- 
nent. So far from putting down the re- 
beliion, the Federal foreés do not seem 
to be able to hold it in check. Sooner 
or Water this must mean the overthrow 
of Draz, unless he has the good sense to 
retire voluntarily. The inference from 
the introduction of the new election bill 
would be that he takes this view of the 
matter. 

In regard to the perils growing out of 
the exasperating situation in Douglas, 
Ariz., President Tart’s dispatch to the 
Governor of Arizona, while it was most 
wise and sensible and will be ap- 
proved by American public opinion, 
shows how ill-suited our form of Gov- 
ernment is for adventure, or even for 
emergency. There is probably no other 
Government on earth which would feel 
it necessary to take the whole people 
. {nto its confidence in matters of foreign 
policy, and particularly in matters of 
war. With the utmost frankness Presi- 
dent Tart advises Gov. SLOAN that the 
best way to avert trouble on the border 
is “to direct the people of Douglas to 
place themselves where bullets cannot 
reach them, and thus avoid casualties.” 
This reflects a policy of forbearance, 
and so remarkable a degree of forbear- 
ence that it can hardly fail to make an 
impression upon some of our friends 
mbread who cannot rid their minds of 
the belief that we intend to intervene 
in Mexica, and, possibly, annex that 
_. republic. 

T¢ ts hardly necessary to say that the 
people of Douglas have a right to go 
gbout thetr concerns free from all Mex- 
fean molestation, and that, when they 
guffer wounds or death from bullets 
coming from the battleground of Agua 
Prieta, an occasion has arisen which 
would warrant our interference and 
the uze of whatever measures, of what- 
'. ever force, might be necessary to 
~ §peure the safety of our people. 
_ ‘Any Buropean Government would have 
oy taken guch steps at once, without 
ae waiting to communicate with the 
oe Governor of a local State or prov- 
2 ince. President Tart has pursued what 
everybody must see is the wiser course. 


S We are not seeking trouble with Mexico 


or in Mexico. We are disposed to take 
every permissible step to avoid it. 
‘When the President points out that 
forcible interference with Mexican 


aa doings at Agua Prieta would be likely 


to increase the danger to which Amer- 


- {feang in Mexico are exposed, he gives a

hostages, we are estopped from inter- 
ving at all, and that they may with 





our border line.. If they should act in 
that spirit, they would be speedily un- 
deceived, for, of course, forbearance 
does at some point ceasé’to be a virtue, 
and at whatever risk, we should have 
to take such measures as, in its judg- 
ment, our Government approves. 

We have no wish to influence the de- 
termination of the issue between the 
Diaz Government and the insurrection- 
ists. The Mexjcan people must settle 
their domestic affairs in their own way. 
If we have to intervene at all, it will 
be because they show themselves incap- 
able of reaching any adjustment what- 
ever, because all Government breaks 
down in Mexico, and a condition of 
practical anarchy prevails. The Mex- 
icans themselves can do much to make 
the probability of our interference more 
remote. If they have the good sense 


oo. |to refrain from hostilities at points so 


near our border that our own citizens 
are imperiled, we shall be able to view 
their unfortunate strife with that im- 
partiality which becomes a friendly 
nation strictly maintaining its neutral 
attitude toward both parties to the con- 
troversy. It is gratifying that Minister 
WILson has been able to transmit to 
President Tarr the assurance of the 
Diaz Government that henceforth “a 


definite restrictive policy along the bor- 


der” will be adopted by the Federal] 
troops. 


THE ANTI-VIVISECTIONISTS’ BILL. 

Who is behind the Bayne bill to “ in- 
vestigate’’ the practice of experiment 
upon ‘animals performed in behalf of 
humanity by the best doctors in this 
land? What is their object? Investi- 
gations are usually brought about to 
determine fully the extent of abuses of 
which there is known evidence. Have 
these agitators ever produced a scin- 
tilla of evidence which would bear a 
moment’s examination that secret 
cruelties are practiced by the doctors of 
this State, or that the results of their 
experiments, which hav been: fruitful 
in preventing and remedying grievous 
ills, have not received the fullest pub- 
licity? They know that the inferior 
medical schools are not equipped with 
laboratories for experimental work; 
they know that the superior schools, 
which alone practice upon animals, 
have provided every method known to 
science to make this practice humane 
and merciful. But they have deceived 
some who have allowed their hearts 
rather than their minds to guide them 
into belleving otherwise. 

Their work is tragically mischievous. 
The investigating commission which 
they propose would be a partisan com- 
mission. And the upshot of their re- 
port would be more agitation, more im- 
portunities from the coddlers of pet 
animals to stay the intelligent hands 
that are reaching out in succor to the 
deathbeds of the people. There is In 
force a rigorous law against cruelty to 
animals. Without the slightest evi- 
dence of cruelties and deceit which this 
law does not reach, why disturb the 
activities of the humanest of all human 
professions? 














THE INCOME TAX. 

Arkansas’s ratification of the income 
tax amendment was reported yesterday, 
together with favorable action by the 
lower houses of Florida and Massachu- 
setts. For final adoption ten more rati- 
fications are necessary, and must be 
sought among the States which have 
rejected it but may change their minds, 
and the eleven States which have not 
yet recorded their votes. New York 
has once voted no, and an attempt its 
now to be made to add it to the present 
twenty-five ayes. If the Nation needed 
the monéy there would be no opposition 
to.the laying of even an income tax. 
But the case is that there is something 
like a revolt against taxation for waste, 
so that it is a patriotic duty to exam- 
ine closely any fresh proposal, and to 
see that it merits support. The pending 
amendment is objectionable not because 
it empowers the levying of an income 
tax, but because it does so without safe- 
guards which citizens and States ought 
to insist upon, irrespective of their 
views about the principle of an income 
tax. 

It is true that a State cannot individ- 
ually levy an income tax effectively, 
since those subject to the tax would 
flee from it, in the manner that testa- 
tors are fleeing from the inheritance 
tax of New York. But it does not fol- 
low that the States ought to surrender 
this resource to the Nation unreserved- 
ly. There are ample precedents for the 
levying and collection of a tax by a su- 
perior jurisdiction, and division of the 
proceeds with the inferior Jurisdiction. 
Thus New York State levies and col- 
lects and makes partial return to the 
municipalities of certain taxes. There 
is no such provision in the pending 
amendment regarding the income tax. 
The States surrender unreservedly 
where they ought at least to surrender 
on terms, and with reservation of some 
portion of the proceeds to themselves. 
This is prudence on the part of the rich 
States and mere equity on the part of 
the poor States. The necessity of the 
reservation appears sufficiently by the 
plain declaration of some States that 
they support the tax because they are 
poor, and want the rich States to bear 
@ larger share of the general burden. 
If the majority by number coincided 
with the majority by wealth the tax 
would not be lévied, It {gs an attempt 
by spenders to tax possessors, It {s a 


discrimination against wealth, and dis-. 


franchisement of those who are the 
best judges of how money should be 
raised and spent to advantage, It in- 
vites a repetition by the Nation of such 
a riot of extravagance as New York 
State has experienced when the pro- 
ceeds of unnecessary and unwise taxa- 


tion crowded its coffers. This State of 
all others ought to hesitate to be an ac- 
complice in any such abuse of taxation. 

The case is the same where the in- 
come tax as proposed by this amend- 
ment touches the individual instead of 
the State. Just as there are States 
which support the present proposal be- 
cause they believe that other States will 
pay it, so there are millions who reckon 
it a good thing because they think that 
it will be paid by thousands among 
whom they will not be counted. They 
would do well to make sure of it. 
There is nothing said about the pay- 
ment of this tax by the rich, and the 
exemption of the poor. It not only sub- 
jects everything to taxation, but it 
stipulates nothing about the exemption 
of any person, however modest his in- 
come. It enables the Nation to tax re- 
sources not Federal, and it authorizes 
the taxation of classes which certainly 
would be exempt under any scheme of 
taxation by States. After the amend- 
ment is ratified it will be too late to 
safeguard such matters. The hesitat- 
ing States would do well to take the 
precautions which the ratifying States 
have neglected. They might indorse 
the tax in principle, and ask for stipu- 
lations regarding the subjects and 
modes of levying the tax. The ratifi- 
cations will keep, and there ig no haste. 

These are not times when such con- 
sideretions can be left to legislative 
discretion. There is hardly a topic 
which State or National legislators 
have touched which they have not bun- 
gled. All the intellect of the country 
may not be outside the Legislatures, 
but surely there is no presumption that 
it is all inside. When Congress legis- 
lated about banking it would not con- 
sult bankers. When it legislates about 
taxation it does not ask the opinions of 
those who are informed on the subject. 
It enacts in haste, and the country re- 
pents at leisure. This is particularly 
true regarding the income tax amend- 
ment. It is far from representing the 
considered opinion of Congress. No 
time was spent on it apart from that 
necessary for the formalities. There 
was no inquiry, and no discussion wor- 
thy of the name. It is a political dodge, 
adopted from the most questionable of 
motives. It is part of the price paid 
for the enactment of a tariff law which 
was adopted under false pretenses, and 
which the country is rejecting in such a 
frame of mind as it is to be hoped may 
not come to be repeated in the case of 
the income tax amendment. The econ- 
omy which the State of New York so 
greatly needs for itself it ought to im- 
pose upon the Nation so far as its vote 
goes under present conditions. 








THE FIRE INQUEST. 

The finding of the Coroner’s jury in 
the case of the destruction of life in the 
Asch Building fire reinforces the con- 
clusion that the tenants of that struct- 
ure should be held to strict legal re- 
sponsibility for the consequences of 
whatever neglect or willful violation of 
law they have been guilty of. The ver- 


i dict In the particular case of loss of life 


turns, as did the indictment by the 
Grand Jury, on the treatment of the 
means of escape for employés. We have 
no desire to prejudice the rights of the 
accused, but it is clearly well that the 
machinery of the law has been set to 
work to try to fix,legal blame and exact 
the penalty the law calls for. 

Meanwhile we note with no surprise 
that the Coroner’s jury was unable to 
determine that any one department of 
the City Government is responsible 
clearly and solely for the calamity. The 
jury recommends, very properly, that 
thia state of affairs shall be remedied. 
The exact methods by which this can 
be done are likely to be ascertained 
more effectively by the commission ap- 
pointed on the motion of President 
McANENY in the Board of Estimate. 
But there is one point in connection 
with this that has not received the at- 
tention it deserves, and we trust that 
the Board of Estimate’s Commission 
will take it up with care. That is an 
efficient mode of enforcing require- 
ments. It really amounts to nothing if 
we have the power to prescribe the 
most thorough precautions and have no 
power immediately and completely to 
secure their adoption. The present sys- 
tem of suits for damages or fines is 
simply ludicrous. It hardly secures 
more than a certain annoyance to the 
guilty persons, who can often afford to 
ignore the penalties and defer them as 
long as possible, and finally pay them. 

What fs needed, after a proper system 
of requirements is framed, and an ef- 
fective system of inspection established, 
is the power in some responsible officer 
to close buildings at once until compli- 
ance with orders is at least effectively 
begun and carried forward in good 
faith. That would be a law with real 
teeth in it. There is, by the way, no 
requirement that should thus be en- 
forced more rigidly than that of fire 
drill in every building where the em- 
ployment of many persons is allowed. 
The general purpose to prevent fire, to 
put out fire promptly, and to provide 
for the escape of those exposed to fire, 
this could be served best by the exer- 
cise of the power to close bulldings 
where legal requirements were not com- 
plied with.

have no such consolation.’ Their of- 
fense is sheer stupidity, for which there 
is mo atonement politically, here or 
hereafter. One of-these gentlemen, be- 
ing asked in debate in the House if he 
did not condemn his party’s Tariff act 
as a betrayal of party pledges, frankly 
said yes, and then proceeded to oppose 
Canadian reciprocity, which is a prac- 
tical step toward fulfilling those 
pledges, and the only one now in sight. 
He is reported to represent his fellow- 
Progressives, who will nearly all follow 
in his ridiculous footsteps. In the Sen- 
ate it is expected that the Progressives 
will try to kill the reciprocity agree- 
ment by amendment as well as by di- 
rect vote. 

It is hardly needful to describe or 
comment on this policy from the point 
of view ef morals. Rudimentary con- 
sciousness of right and wrong would be 
sufficient to condemn it. Men who pur- 
sue the public good only when it ad- 
vances their private or factional inter- 
ests and promptly sacrifice it when 
those interests demand, cannot be ar- 
gued with on moral grounds. But it is 
perhaps not too late to call their atten- 
tion to a few facts that will show how 
very foolish their policy ia The first 
of these is that the tariff as it stands 
is‘ hopelessly bad, unjust, oppressive, 
wasteful, and costly to the whole coun- 
try. The second is that the people are 
all the while becoming more and more 
aware of this and are determined to 
have a substantial change. The third 
is that all the politi strength the 
Progressives have acquired—and at the 
opening of the e&tra session it was so 
considerable that it might have been 
made controlling—is due to their labors 
in opposing the Payne-Aldrich tariff. 
They had the chance to take a leading, 
responsible, honorable, and popular 
part in bringing about the revolution 
en which the country is determined, 
At this juncture President Tarr came 
forward with Canadian reciprocity, a 
solid slice of tariff reform, in a practi- 
cal shape. What was the issue that 
was thus presented to the Progressives? 
It was the very simple one whether 
they would take command of the situa- 
tion, press the President’s plan to a 
prompt and hearty acceptance, and reap 
the prestige and popular confidence 
due to such action, or whether they 
would leave the field to the Democrats. 
They seem to have chosen the latter 
course. 

In the House the Democrats have 
been as sensible and shrewd as the 
Progressives have been silly. They will 
send over to the Senate to-morrow the 
Canadian reciprocity legislation pre- 
cisely as the President asked for it, and 
as it was framed under his guidance by 
Mr. McCauu at the last session. Neth- 
ine could have done so much to estab- 
lish them in the esteem of the people. 
Their action has been perfectly con- 
sistent, loyal to their own principles, 
and at the same time loyal to the broad 
interests of the country. Probably 
there will be some Democratic defection 
among the Protectionist Senators from 
the South. But the chances are that 
the legislation will be adopted in spite 
of the opposition of the Progressives, 
and these gentlemen will then be left 
high and dry, exposed to the distrust, 
the disapproval, and the contempt of 
the very class to which they have ap- 
pealed in the past, and the only class 
they could appeal to in the future. It 
is a great pity, for there were able and 
true men among them who could have 
done good service in the economio re- 
adjustment of the National policy, had 
they had a loyal following. The con- 
solation lies in the fact that the move- 
ment for sound tariff reform, of which 
Canadian reciprocity is the first fruit, 
will go on and the suicidal folly of a 
few weak men will not greatly inter- 


fere with it.

That Chief CROKER 
Fire Fighting \is something more 
of a than ai particularly 

New Kind courageous and effi- 

: cient fighter of fires 
is shown by the sort of work he purposes 
to do after he quits the department. 
Not only hae he been thinking about the 
prevention of fires, while so much of his 
time and energy has been devoted to 
putting them out, but he has come to 
realize, as the vast mafority of the 
American people have not yet done, that 
while it ig-a fine thing to extinguish 
fires once started, or, when that is im- 
possible, to prevent their spread to ad- 
joining property, it would be a much 
finer thing to prevent the fires from 
starting at all. 

Like the doctors, Mr. CROKER'S atten- 

tion has been attracted to the preventive 
side of his profession, as vastly more im- 
portant than the curative, but just what 
he is going to do, and just what he can 
accomplish, remain to be seen. His an- 
nouncement of his intentions does not 
make clear whether he will: content him- 
self with preaching~and selling—precau- 
tionary devices to reduce the fire risk in 
buildings where that risk is more or less 
high without them, or whether his ef- 
forts will be directed further back, . to 
where the beginning and the cause of our 
enormoys annual fire loss lie. 
‘That a time will ever come when all 
our bulldings will be really fireproof is 
bardly to be expected, but already we 
have a few in the larger cities that 
make a fairly close approach to that 
ideal, and the constantly advancing price 
of lumber has the one advantage of turn- 
ing our attention more and more toward 
other and better materials, It can be ex- 
pected, therefore, that after a while our 
fires will be no more extensive or numer- 
ous than they are now in Huropean cities 
of the better sort, and that will mark 
an enormous advance, 

Probably we shall not, with anything 
like- unanimity, build as well as ws 
know how until to do so becomes 
cheaper than to build ill, or at least not 
much more expensive, It can, indeed, be 
argued plausibly that such is already the 
case, everything considered, including in- 
surance and the expense of Fire Depart- 
ments, as well as direct fire lgsses, but 
to consider everything {8 not yet our 
way, and we ge on taking pride in the 
exploits. of our highly trained firemen 
when we e te be ashamed 
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giving them a chance to learn g0 much 


and so many opportunities for the display 
of heroism. : 


Public cabs, whether 
horse-drawn or oe 
by engines, have, o 
course, aS much right to 
use the streets as other 
vehicles, and nobody can or does com- 
plain of that, They have no more, how- 
ever, and to give them practically exclu- 
sive possession of certain sections ,of 
street surface on which to stand while 
waiting’ for customers is a.very special 
and highly anomalous privilege, well cal- 
culated to excite the wonder no less than 
the envy of all the business men who are 
not only expected but compelled to own 
or rent the property in or on which they 
keep and display their stock in trade, 
whatever it may be, until somebody comes 
along who wants to buy it. 

This privilege would be justified, per- 
haps, if it gave the city a cheap cab serv- 
ice; or even one cheaper than could other- 
wise be obtained, but there is little or no 
reason for believing that by their existence 
the stands keep down cab fares at all, 
and we know that they are not low. The 
Stands do, indeed, bring in a small rev-

enue to the city, and to that extent are 


to the common advantage, but what the 
cab owners pay the city is only a minute 
fraction of the amount paid to the prop- 
erty owners who for one reason or an- 
other consider it desirable to have cabs 
constantly stationed in front of their 
premises. The “consumer” pays both 
exactions, naturally—and a little more— 
and probably quite as much as he would 
hsve to pay if the cab owners did busi- 
ness in the ordinary way. 

Another phase of this question relates 
to the great expenditures which the city 
is incurring, and those which it is im- 
posing upon a good many of its citizens, 
in widening streets. In more than 4a few 
instances the space thus gained has at 
once been utilized for a new cab stand, 
and #0 the facilities for general traffic 
have been lessened rather than increased 
by the “improvement.” The irritation 
thus produced is not mitigated. by the

That was a form of burial which, 
in Malay opinion, made it certain that, 
wherever the “ juramentado”™ passed his 
next existence, it wouldn't be in Para- 
dise, and the first performance of the 
rather horrible ceremony deprived such 
deaths of all their previous attractions 
for a long time. 

Apparently the lesson has now been 
forgotten or its effect has worn off. 
Whether or not it should be at once 
repeated is a matter of opinion, but.‘ run- 
ning amuck” is an evil sufficiently des- 
perate to justify almost any remedy that 
experience has proved to be effective.

Consumere’ League Wants Conditions 
of Thelr Labor Investigated. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

In May, 1909, the Court of Appeals of 
the State of New York decided (People 
vs. Williams, 189, New York Reporter, 
131) that the amendment to the Labor 
Laws, Section 77, which prohibited the 
labor of women after nine o’clock in the 
evening of any day, was unconstitutional. 
This amendment to the Labor Law, pro- 
hibiting night work for women, had been 
secured on the grounds that such work 
was particularly dangerous to women and 
that in going to and from their work 
very late at night, they were Hable to 
insult and attack. Sunday night an at- 
tack upon a telephone girl returning 
from her work at midnight fllustrated 
strikingly this contention. 

The Consumers’ League wishes to point 
out to the public the fact that this inci- 
dent, which because of its dramatio re- 
sults finds notice in the press, is only 
one illustration of hundreds of unplease 
ant and dangerous situations in which 
telephone girls and others returning from 
late night work are placed. This decision 


of the Court of Appeals, which allows 
women to work at night, must be held 
directly responsible for the annoyances 
and the dangers which they encounter 
when engaged in earning their bread. 
Telephone operators form one of the larg- 
est groups of women night workers. For 
some months the Consumers’ League has 
been asking for &A special investigation 
by the Department of Labor of the condi- 
tions of work of the women so employed. 
With this striking example before the 
publia of the telephone girls’ difficulties, 
there should be a strong demand for such 
an investigation and for suitable legisia- 
tion to prohibit night work of women and 
young.

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ROEBLINGS ‘ANSWER WALSH. 
Say Assemblyman Was Discharged 


Solely for Business Reasons. 


To the Editor of The New York Timee: 

In view of the publicity given to the 
discharge from employment of Assembly- 
man Walsh by the John A. Roebling'’s 
Sons Company, I desire to make a stat- 
ment of facts connected therewith. 

Mr. Walsh was employed about nine 
years ago in a subordinate capacity as a 
wire tester in the insulated wire depart- 
ment of this company, and performed his 
duties in an acceptable manner. In 1906 
he made an application for financial as- 
sistance because he had purchased a house 
and had had sickness in his family; his 
request was granted and $400 was loaned 
him, and subsequently he repaid the ad- 
vance. In Decémber last he came again, 
stating he needed financial assistance on 
account of his election expenses; his ap- 
plication was again granted, and he has 
since repaid the loan, If I made a state- 
ment that I paid his election expenses out- 
right, I was either misunderstood or I ex-~ 
pressed myself poorly, the facts being as 
above stated, 

His assertion or that of his friends that 
he was paid full time, notwithstanding his 
continued absence during the last session 
of the Legislature, is true, and the mat- 
ter may be considered one not to his dis- 
advantage. Conditions during this year, 
however, have absolutely changed; the 
business of the insulated wire department, 
in which Mr. Walsh was employed, result- 
ed in @ very great financial loss in 1910, 
and consequently during the present year 
every possible economy has been enforced, 
and payment for services not rendered 
has been out of the question, These are 
the reasons why Mr. Walsh lost his sit- 
uation; on the whole I think he has been 
very well treated by my company. 

As far as I can ascertain, no responsible 
person connected with my company ever 
had any conversation with Assemblyman 
Walsh on the subject of the employers’ 
Mability law, neither did we say anything 
to influence any person one way or an- 
other regarding it, I asked Mr, Walsh to 
support Senator Smith, and gave him my 
reasons for it, they being that he had been 
an acquaintance for many years and 
friendly to New Jersey interests during 
his term of office. Mr. Walsh stated why 


he could not support ex-Senator Smith 
and that was the end of the matter; t 
have never seen or spoken to Mr. Waish 
since or sent him any message or request.

Reguiar Call Periods of /Thirty Min- 


utes Fixed for Day and Night, 
with Experts at the Wire.

About thirty newspapers, the greater 
part of them in the Central West, are re- 
ceiving the Associated Press service now 
by telephone instead of telegraph. In al- 
most every instance this change was 
brought about by the action of the In= 
ter-State Commerce Commission in as- 
Suming control of the telegraph compa- 
nies. 

A group of papers taking the service 
from any one central office is known asa 
circuit, and some of these circuits were 
stretched over such a sparse territory 
that it was impossible at the start to in- 
stitute the telegraph service on any 
mileage basis, such as obtains in the 
greater part of. the country, In these 
cases the companies granted flat rates. 
No other arrangement would have made 
reasonably possible, it was sald at the 
Associated Press office here yesterday, 
the supplying, for instance, of Hl Paso 
with the news from the most convenient 








central office in Denver. 

When the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission reached its decision affecting 
telegraph companies last Auguset, the 
companies notified the Associated Press 
that they could no longer continue what 
looked like rate discrimination and some 
other plan had to be hit upon. In the case 
of El‘Paso a leased wire had to be ob- 
tained, but in many cases it waa decided 
to substitute the telephone for the tele- 
graph. 

This idea was not a new one It had 
been suggested some years before, but 
dropped because many of the officers w 
skeptical as to its efficiency. They felt 
that the telephone system at that time 
lacked privacy, for then it was imposal- 
ble to te#l when some one was cutting in 
and listening to the news as it passed. 
Subsequent improvements in the telephone 
and the necessity of the situation have 
led to the present change, and telephone 
service is now. sent out from Chicago, 
Cincinnati, Oklahoma City, Milwaukee, 
Omaha, St. Louis, and St. Paul, It is re- 
ported as working in a most satisfactory 
way ent oi ad whereby { 

rrangements are made te 
receiving points are connected, en ait 
get the same service at one ,sendin 
central office wag installed at Des Mo 
for this sort of service exclusively, an 
the news is sent on from there to Mar- 
shalltown, Cedar Rapids, and to two pa- 
perg at Waterloo. 

Fixed call periods are set for aye 
afternoon and evening, each period & 
half hour’s.. length. The material to 
sent in any given period fs arran 
written with the idea of its tak . 
a half hour to read, and this, experience . 
shows, allows some 1,200 words. 6 
central telephone operator pas the 
schedule of periods on file, and for a 
reading at nine o’clock she begi be- 
forehand to connect the towns the 
newspaper offices in them so that at nine 
o'clock she is able to notify central 
office that the wire is ready. 

Then the news is read into a epesial 
instrument and in each newspaper 
on the circuit an expert typist, wear 
ing a head telephone receiver, takes 
down the news as it comes. BY8- 
tem is more direct than by telegraph, but 
it does not permit of the abbreviations 
and all the offices must wait while the 
sender repeats for any one that does 
not hear distinctly. After a little prac- 
tice, however, it is found that senders 
and receivers harmonize their méthods 
and work with a minimum amount of 
friction. and delay. 

The only town that takes the telephone 
service from Albany is Oneonta. The 
greatest distance over which this means 
of sending the news is used is that from 
Chicago to Houghton and Marquette, 
Mich, ~The amount sent varies through- 
out the service from 1,000 to 5,000 words.

No intimation as to the probable three 
American aviators to challenge for the 
International Cup was forthcoming, and 
it is hardly likely that any selection will 
be made for a month.

Disturbing Factor—Supreme Court 
Decisions Expected on Monday. 





The lethargy under which trading on 
the Stock Exchange had been conducted 
for a good many weeks disappeared yes- 
terday, and the transactions, which on 
Monday had amounted to only a little 
more than 100,000 shares, mounted to 
above 600,000 shares. It was on a gen- 
eral decline in prices that this increase 
in business occurred, and the ectivity 
increased as the lower levels of the day’s 
range Were reached. The dealings in the 
last hour were substantially larger than 
those of any of the other hourly periods 
of the day. It was during this last hour, 
too, that the lowest prices were recorded, 
and while some recoveries were made 
just before the close these did not sub- 
stantially reduce the losses resulting from 
the day’s selling. The extent to which 
liquidation and renewed short sales, in 
the proportion in which these may have 
been divided yesterday, affected prices is 
indicated by the fact that not a single 
one of the stocks which were even mod- 
erately active escaped a loss, and that 
the net declines ranged from 1 to over 
3 points, with still larger net losses in a 
few exceptional issues.
